THE INTERNATIONAL
SUNDAY-SCHOOL LESSON

FOR JUNE 7. 1903.

SUBJECT : Paul's Voyage and Shipwreck..-Acts xxxvii : 33-44

GOLDEN TEXT :
" Then they cry unto the Lord in their

trouble, and He bringeth them out of their distresses.".Psalm
107 : 28._

CONTEXT.Paul's speech af.Çaesafea,
our last historical lesson.' studied May
24th, secured the favor of King Agrippa,
who would gladly have released him.

But as an appeal had been taken to

Caèsar It was determined to send him to
Home. He was tnereforo delivered to

a centurion and placed on board a ship,
fair weather prevailed for a time until
the island of Crete was reached, but on

leaving Phenlco a tempestuous wind
arose and tbe vessel was tossed about for

several days on tbe deep. Neither aun

nor stars appeared, and all on board ex¬

pected to perish. Then Paul retired to
raat and pray that he might learn tbe
mind of God, whether they would out¬

ride the storm. After .v. 'tlme'he ;cartie

forth with cheerful countenance. He had
received a vision with assurances of
safety, and he proceeded to comfort the
crew. Afterward as they drew near to

land there was danger of running
aground, but Paul allayed tbe fears of
all and appeared as the master spirit of
the hour. , ,,

ABSTINENCE (verse 33)..For two full
weeks the sailors.- soldiers and all on

board had abstained from food. This
long fast may have been due ln part, as

some think, to a religious conviction,
cherished among all eastern people, that
In this wav the gods might be propitiated.
It was supposed that every disturbance in
nature, the real cause ot, whlqh-the an¬

cients knew nothing, was-, ju-Qduçed. by
some offended deity who might by certain
sacrifices or self-abasements he' disposed
to mercy. It Is more probable that be¬
cause of the storm and the excitement
there was no opportunity to eat, that the
whole company was busied with acts of
self-preservation. But at the break of
the fourteenth day Paul camo forward
with solicitude for the health and
strength of all and that the fast might
be broken. He was very urgent In ills
words; he besought all to take meat;'that
Is. to take food for the nourishment of
tnetr bodies. He assumed the role of a

friend and counsellor ns well as that of
a minister. Indeed, the two offices can¬

not be altogether separated.
ASSURANCE (verse 34)..His words of

advice were accompanied by words of
.promise, tbo latter designed to strength¬
en the former. "There shall not an hair
fall from the head of any of you," he
nald, a form of expression used from
very ancient times. (I Kings 1: 52.) it
,was equivalent to a guarantee of perfect
safety. (I Sam. xiv; 45.) The origin of
this form cannot be given, as it is lost
In the depths of by gone centuries. (II
Sum. xlv: 11.) Its appropriateness, how¬
ever. Is apparent. Nothing Is more com¬
mon than for a single hair to bo loosened
and cast aside, even when the person
takes no notice of It, as-the lenst of all
the things that bolong to us. Hence this
wats nn aseuranco of such care and pro¬
tection ns includes the most minute of all
affairs that concerned tho men "In the
ship. (Matt, x: 30.) How waa Paul able
to make such assurance? He must have
received, a» he snld, from God a direct
communication nnd pledge, a most won¬
derful disclosure of divine purpose. Such
revelations to .Inspired mon were exceed¬
ingly rare, even In (.bo apostolic period.
They were doubtless intended to advance
the cause of religion.
GRATITUDE, (verses 85, 30, 3T). The

words of tho apostle, so full of comfort,
were followed by acts that must have
carried even greater conviction to all
hearts. Ho took soino bread ln bis hnnd,
on example and proof of his faith that
the time to eat hnd come. (Eccl. 111:1).
Then be gave thanks to God.thanks for
the preservation of life, for the deliver¬
ance that wns promised, for the food that
was supplied. This he did In tho pres¬
ence, of nil. It was the glory of (hose
times that men would not oat without ro-

cognlzlng the giver. (1 Sam. IX:13). Grat¬
itude was the common experience of all
henrts whenever any blesdng wns re¬
ceived. Even our Lord gave thanks be¬
fore eating (Matt. XV:30), and tPaul com¬
mends this virtue. (I Tim. IV:4). After
the blessing the apostle ate. and thowlioje
company did likewise. Nearly three hun¬
dred souls wore thus brought under the
nower of his Influence. Fear fled away.
Composure took Its place, and good cheer
filled the henrU of those who a short
time before were alarmed. And In the
midst of this congregation, the center of
Its hope, stood the Christian minister, a

prisoner.
REFUGE, (verses SS nnd 89). That

breakfast nut new Ufo Into tbo entire
parts'.the food had given bodily vigor
and the promise and prayer had revived
the spirit. Soul nnd bodv aro bo Intimate¬
ly lolned that tho welfare of one pro¬
motes that of the other. Paul had been
a physician's quartermaster, a minister,
nl! at oiie time. It Ih not surprising that
the men at once set themselves to work,
and that jylth good purpose. Thoy first
llbhtened tho shin that it might draw
less water and so more readily come
to land. They cast some of the wheat
with which the ship was loaded Into the
sea. In those days grain was raised In
liirire quantities in Egypt, "the garden
of the world." and sont to Italy, then the
center of civilization antl power. The
caruo wns sacrificed to save the lives.
men wero esteemed abovo merchandise.
Then the.v began the search for a har¬
bor, ln the early dawn thoy know not
the land that las* before them, but after
a little scanning' of the outlines of the
beach they reoognlzed a creek, which at
oiioe annearcd to them a pinco of safety.
Into this, as the onlv refugo, they de¬
termined to run the vessel and so escape
tho raging of the sea. ?????? the terrible
slorm behind, what hope awakened ns
the narrow entrance oponod to receive
the weather-beaten craft.
DESTRUCTION, (vorees 40 and 41). Can

the ontrance be made? (Skilled nfflours.
brave heart» «nd «tout ap?«. must be err»

listed In the attempt. A common periland-à common hope nerved all to ac¬
tion. The anchors that had held the ves¬
sel during the night were· cut aaunrer
as no longer needed and allowed to drop
into the Bea. The rudders, whioh were
the liars, were loosened and let down
Into the water in order to steer the ves.
sel. Tho mainsail was hoisted to catch
the wind that drove hard toward the
shore. These arrangements completed,
every man stood at bis post holding the
ship steadily forward for the land. Swift¬
ly, like a thing of life, and proudly as if
conscious of her strength, that tempeat-tossed craft .parted the waves and moved
on obedient to the rudders. But sudden¬ly the Drogress was arrested. The bow
ran aground- The stern wa« exposed 4othe. force of the waves. Soon the'vessel.arted amldstilp. It was at a placewhere two seas met. where the opposingwaters jyould soon destroy any objectthat might be subjected to their fury.Notwithstanding all the precaution, allthe nrayer. all the promise, all the hope,all the courageous endeavor, destructionhad come.
HOMICIDE. (Verse tZ) Danger unites

men; disaster separates them. While thestorm rag-ed and death was imminent,Paul and the other prisoners, the soldierswho had them In keeping, and the sailorswho managed the ship, mingled freelytogether, mutually concerned and help¬ful; Each regarded the other as a friendable to do something for the company..But .when, the 6hlp was wrecked and co¬operation was no longer possible, tho tiesof the short-lived friendship were brokenand every man was compelled to standfor himself. Then came the test of Ro¬
man government. Here were men boundto o.ppear for trial at the court of Caesar
on various charcos. What shall be donewith them? Put them to death was theadvice of the soldiers, who thought theymight swim ashore and -soaps. Bi.t
euppose they did? It was because inthoso days one under arrest was supposedto bo guilty until proved to be innocent.Once in the hands of the law a man was
Ilahlo to the penalty unless rescued by a
fair trial. Our civilization rests upon the
contrary theory, that a man Is Innocent
until proved to he guilty. He who puts
one to death before condemnation bycourt is guilty of murder.
ESCAPE. (Verses 43 and 44) The cen¬

turion had wisdom and Justice. He saw
in one of his prisoners, Paul the apostle,those distinguishing qualities that sepa¬rated him from other prisoners. To savethis conspicuous man he rejected the
counsel of the soldiers and spared all the
prisoners, it bad company brings evil
BX>Od company in this Instance brought
good. So Paul esoaped (Heb. -1:31) to
share the lot of all. Then came the cen¬
turion's order, permitting every one as
best as he could to save himself from the
watery deep. Those who could swim cast
themselves Into the sea, and after buffet¬
ing with tho waves, gained the land. Oth¬
ers of them seized the fragments of the
broken ship, whatever could bo floated,
and held fast as they committed them¬
selves to the treacherous waters. It wns
a time of great confusion and anxiety.
Men struggled for life, now sinking and
then rising, losing their hold and then
regaining It, wnshed by the waves, toss.
ed to and fro, each for himself, with no
power to help another. One by one they
came upon the shore. And when the list
was called It was found that all hnd
escaped, and Paul's prediction had been
fulfilled.

Rev. Mr. Boyles Advocates

Them Both.

FANATICALCONSERVATISM

He Has No Patience With It, He Says
County Convention of the W. C. T.

U, Held Yesterday.An In¬

teresting Meeting.

At the annual meeting of the County
Convention of the Woman's Christian
Temperance Union, lu'ld j)';sterday at
Hasker Memorial Methodist church, of
this city, the Rov. I. 6. Boyles, pastor of
the Randolph-Street Baptist Church,
made an address, strongly advocating lo¬
cal option for Richmond, lie also made
an appeal for tbe curfow law.

"1 do not know any one thing," said
Mr. Boyles, "that Is more sadly needed
In the city of Richmond than a curfew
ordinance. Our women could unit«» and
soon bring It to pass. Such an ordinance
Is perfectly reasonable. Wo have laws to

protect minors from the cowardly hand
of the ealoonlst. Wo have other ordi¬
nances of restriction for children. Why
not force them to etay at home where
they belong after 9 o'clock at night? Such
a law la not unreasonable from tho stand¬
point of legality. It cannot tie said that
It would be unreasonable morally. If all
mothers and fathers wero aB careful about
the Uvee and morals of their children aa

some are, it would not bo necessary to

agitato the question and to effect such
nn ordinance. But It Is needless to say
that there are ln Richmond many par¬
ents who are Inexcusably careless and
thoughtless about their children. For the
sake of these little ones, who are ex¬

posed at night, many of them at late
hours, to the devil's traps for young souls
In this city. I do not hesitate to say that
you noblo slstere could do a great work
for the protection and salvation of our

"

youth by giving this matter your Imme¬
diate attention. It Is certainly worth
your while to consider the matter seri¬
ously. My heart yearns and feels for
the great multitudes of children that
have no parental attention, especially tho
boys, and It la for this reason that ? make
the suggestion and lay It upon your
hearts.
"Since Danville has gone 'dry,* even

the most conservative men in Richmond
admit that It is not Impossible to carry
Richmond for God and temperance. I
will not argue the necessity of thle thing,
for you all know It The local option
Idea has prevailed ln the city of Cam¬
bridge,· Mass., for. about fourteen years,
and the material prosperity of the city is
phenomenal. It Is an Ideal city. Ite mor¬
als are unsurpassed. So It can be tn Rich¬
mond. But It will take the combined
forces of temperance men and women to

carry Ttum-soaked Richmond.' We are

not ready for active engagement, but ore

ready to agitate the question. Wholesome
agitation. In other words, real and con¬

servative education, is always In order
on the liquor problem. The other side Is
wide awako. * * *

"I will point out another difficulty. It
is to be dreaded In this city more than
In many other cities. I refer to 'fanatical
conservatism.' I have beard this cry till
I am tired and sick of It. The very men

who. afe always writing and speaking
lor the conservative forces are never

known to do anything for the overthrow
ot the liquor power. They think they are

doing mighty things for temperance by
advocating such measures, legal and con¬

stitutional, as have Inglorlously failed.
They advocate 'high license,' the greatest
farce In the history of temperance, ex¬

cept the 'dispensary' system.' They are

both the devices of the devil, and we need
you good sisters In tho press and In the
homes, and on the highways and In the
hedges to tell and show men so. Here Is
where tho W. C. T. U. can be a great
blessing In the liquor battle, which Is In¬
evitable."

The Meeting.
The meeting was called to order at 10

Department. Medal Contests, Almshouso
Homeless Children, Purity.

good sum spent for temperance work.
Luncheon was served tit 12:30 by New¬
ton Union.
The afternoon session opened with"

prayor by Mrs. Palmer, of Frances Wil¬
lard Union. The Credential Commltteo
reported forty-eight, delegates present,
being as great a number from this
county alone ns bad formerly been in at¬
tendance nt the cntlro district conven¬
tion.
The minutes of tlm morning session

were rond, nfter which Miss Mnry Tefft
rend a most able pnper on "Alcohol, its
Effect on tho System, Home and So¬
ciety." Mrs. Jobson moved a rising voto
of thanks bo given Miss Tefft, which
was done.
A paper on tho evil effects of tobneco

and profanity on boys was read hy Mrs.
Vaughn-Lloyd; nlso a paper on "Uiifer-
mented Wine for Sacrament." by Mrs.
Ella V. Wood. ? leder from the Stato
president. Mrs. Howard M. Hoge, was
received, stilting that tho State Con¬
vention will bo held In Charlottesvllle
Iu October.
Rnv. Mr. Boyles. of Randolph-Street

Baptist Church, gave a very practical
fulk and strongly advocated the "curfew
law."
